“The form of the clubs that 
supply the majority of the national 
team players also will be of sign- 
ificance with the World Cup in 
mind. 

“Analysing our last World Cup 
campaign, the two teams with the 
most Socceroos — Marconi and 
Heidelberg — were in bad shape 
at the time of our qualifying 
games, and that rubbed off. 

**| therefore will be watch- 
ing Sydney City, South Mel- 
bourne, St George and also 
Olympic very carefully. They 
provide the majority of our 
national team, and if some of

Young players Graham Pat- 
terson, a midfielder, and John 
Foxman, a striker, will con- 
tinue to gain tuition under 
Thomson, who has high hopes 
for both of them. 

But Thomson’s most glow- 
ing praise is reserved for 
Robert Hooker, whom he calls 
“the best young prospect in 
Australia and better than Jim 
Patikas was at his age.”’ 

The Hakoah defence is unli- 
kely to change this year, with 
Tony Pezzano in goal, and Ean 
Rodrigues, Alex Robertson, 
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Steve O'Connor and Jean-Paul 
de Marigny across the back 
four. 

And while most clubs have 
scrapped signing-on fees, 
Hakoah has retained them. 

Thomson, the assistant 
national coach, has a busy 
year ahead of him. He will 
take the national Maccabi 
team to the Maccabiah Games 
in Israel in early July, before 
becoming involved in the Soc- 
ceroos’ World Cup campaign. 

Thomson took the NSW 
Maccabi team to the Austral- 
ian Maccabiah Games in 
Perth, where it beat Victoria 
2-1 and lost 0-1 to Western 
Australia, which won the title.

All those losses. Phew! Boy, 
oh boy! Eight defeats in 12 
games. Aussies slaughtered 
again. Disgraced. Let’s 
hang our head in shame. 
Even the Chinese beat us 
How in hell are we going to 
face the Rugby League and 
Aussie Rules brigade now? 
Boo-hoo. boo-hoo! 


What piffle. What pathetic 
paranoia. What a pitiful, 
grovelling display yet again 
of soccer's inferiority com- 
plexes 


Anybody would think the Aus- 
sies, far from having just re- 
turned from a tour of games 
against some of the toughest 
in Europe, had just been 
bundled out of the World Cup 
by Lower Volta. 


Well, let's just have a look at 
those losses, seeing losses 
on a World Cup fact-finding 
tour are so important to the 
more insecure among us 


Out of those eight losses, five 
were by the margin of one 
goal, the other three by two 
— hardly a slaughter in 
sight. much less the odd de- 
bacle Aussie tourists have 
become used to (such as the 
walloping they got at the 
hands of Dinamo Zagreb in 
1980). 


Three of the six losses were to 
teams which are or recently 
have been involved in the 
elite European tourna- 
ments, all of whom could 
reasonably expect a two- 
goal margin victory in a 
home European Cup leg 
against any opposition 


Glasgow Rangers. to whom 
Austratia lost 2-1. had for in- 
stance already beaten Inter 
Milan 3-1 at home in the 
UEFA Cup 





Milan, Bru 
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Yet the result was no heart- 
break for Inter, which ad- 
vanced past Rangers and 
eventually into the quarter 
finals. 


In the same tournament Vor- 
waerts of East Germany 
was humbled 3-0 by PSV 
Eindhoven on the ground 
where the Aussies lost 2-0 
with two goals in the last 
three minutes. 


{f it hadn't been for Aussie ex- 
haustion and naivete near 
the end, the score would 
have been 0-0, which is all 
Manchester United could 
muster at the same ground 
in the UEFA Cup 


Nottingham Forest, too, had 
been held by former Eu- 
ropean Cup finalist FC 
Bruges to 0-0, precisely the 
outcome the Aussies 
achieved at the City Ground. 


Of the others to whom Aust- 
ralia lost, Arsenal (2-3) 
could well have been beaten 
and very nearly was — des- 
pite and presence of Messrs 
Anderson, Sansom, Talbot, 


Nicholas, Mariner and 
Woodcock. 
And Udinese, to which the 


Aussies lost 2-0, has also 
done some fine things at 
home, such as beating 
Graeme Souness’ Sam- 
pdoria in the league as well 
as serving out a 5-0) lashing 
to Lazio. 


Of the Europedn losses that 
leaves Aston Villa, against 
which the Aussies were 
clearly and singularly dis- 
appointing, and Tottenham 
Hotspur's second Ll which 
beat Australia 2-1 despite no 
real territorial domination. 


’ ~ 
Of course the ready-made ar- 
gument against all this is 
that these were merely 
friendlies, the Europeans 
weren't really trying and 
that results don't really 
matter, 


Oh. don’t they? Or are we 
going to have it both ways? 


Either they matter, in which 
case the Aussies didn't do 
badly at all, or they don't, in 
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which case let's look at the 
Aussie performances in the 
light of what the tour was 
meant to achieve. to find 
out how the Aussie squad 
would stand up against top 
professional opposition 
away from home. 


Another assumption, made by 
those who stayed at home 
and saw nothing but for the 
highlights on television, is 
that the Europeans did not 
field strong teams. 


Those making that assumption 
ought to check the recent 
European team sheets, or 
all opponents, save Totten- 
ham, fielded their strongest 
sides. 


As for the schoolboy theory 
that the Europeans didn’t go 
flat out, that too is absurd. 


European teams might be ac- 
cused of strolling when 
they’re touring Australia, 
when some of their players 
and officials are tempted to 
treat games as summertime 
exhibitions, 


But not at home, not dead in 
the middle of their season, 
not when the competition for 
first team places among 
their players is enormous. 
They all looked pretty flat 
out to me. 


Of course Australia also lost 
two matches in China. 
“What about those then, 
eh?” the critics might ask, 
gleefully rubbing hands, 
believing that defeats in 
Asia are clearly in- 
excusable. 


Well let us, for a Start, not 
underestimate the power 
and potential of China, the 
world’s most populous 
nation whose current 
cultural counter-revolution 
includes an ambitious, 
State-inspired thrust to 
match the world at all levels 
of sport 


Anybody who believes the 
Chinese aren't at least on 
par with us as a soccer 
nation is a fool and to lose 
3-2 to their national team in 
a prestigious, diplomat- 
ically designed fixture, on 
the first outing of such a 
tour. is hardly inexcusable 


Nevertheless there could have 








s and Lazio 
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been few excuses for the 2-1 
loss in Canton, a surprise 
and disappointment at a 
time when the Aussies had 
two wins on the trot behind 
them, and despite the fact 
that the Cantonese were 
Chinese Cup holders und one 
of their leading lights in the 
league. 


But surely a team can be ex- 
pected to disappoint twice 
on a 12-match tour which is 
what the Australians did 
against Canton and against 
Aston Villa 


But that was all and in every 
other game the Australian 
performance had been 
above expectations, 
certainly when one makes 
historical comparisons with 
performances in the past 
and if one wants to be gener- 
ous enough to consider cir- 
cumstantial hurdles such as 
the strength of the opposi- 
tion, the gruelling nature of 
the tour etc 


This is not to say the journey 
was a faultless masterpiece 
of sporting toirs, nor to 
whitewash it of its imperfec- 
tions. for clearly it had 
plenty of those. 


The uncertainty of the itina- 
rary midstream was at best 
infuriating and the lessons 
are that such ambitous tours 
— where a Third World 
national team with no real 
crowd-pulling power in 
Europe plays the most elite 
teams — should be organ- 
ised a lot earlier. 


Even more infuriating was the 
ultimate snub delivered by 
Tottenham Hotspur which 
switched the game from 
White Hart Lane to its 
{raining ground and pro- 
ceeded to field iis reserve 
team. 


After the Italians at Udine 
treated the Socceroos in the 
stylish and impeccable 
manner national teams 
should be treated, it was a 
snub indeed and, frankly, 
Tottenham should have been 
told to shove it! 

But these were matters of soc- 
cer’s image, and had noth- 
ing to do with, the technical 
accomplishments or other- 
wise of the national team 

Which brings me back to soc- 
cer's inherent paranoia and 
the way it insists on trying 
to win two battles: one on 
the field and one off it in 
quest of pleasing and im- 
pressing those who view the 
game with prejudice, suspi- 
cion and with a deep fear of 
its flobal might. 

That second battle is, in this 

country, probably unwin- 

nable and I for one have 
stopped fighting it. 











Sydney Olympic is “bro- 
ke.” But rumors have been 
circulating about its im- 
pending doom for the past 
25 years and the club is 
still there. 

Olympic, like governments, 
cannot go broke. There are 
always enough fiery and pass- 
jionate Greeks to pull it 
through. 


It’s nothing new that pre- 
season gossip goes close to 
vivisecting several of the 
clubs, 


APIA-Leichhardt and Pen- 
rith have been having financial 
problems and worries; but 
probably there isn’t a club in 
the NSL which is awash with 
dollars. 


Penrith, they say, has been 
rescued through some extra- 
ordinary manoeuvres, in- 
volving a State Minister, a 
local council and a Rugby 
League club in a complicated 
$1 million-plus tedger shuff- 
ling. 


APIA has cut out all signing- 
on fees and one can only wish 
the club success. If it survives 
without losing its star players, 
maybe the other clubs will be 
game enough to follow. 


Australian soccer, under the 
present conditions, cannot 


afford continued financial mis- 
management.

St George continued its domination of pre- 
season tornaments when it won its second 


Challenge Cup in successive years. Renamed 
the Pindari Challenge Cup the competition in- 
corporates teams representing four ethnic 


groups in Sydney. 


This, of course, was an in- 
surance against lack of publi- 
city and lack of support for the 
tournament. 

All four teams will pocket 
around $10,000 each with the 
prize money donated by the 
Pindari Industries on top of 
gate receipts. 

St George, by winning the 
tournament, will collect $5,- 
000, Croatia, for finishing 
second $3,500, Sydney Olympic 
in third place gets $1,500 and 
APIA gets $1,000. 

A mere pittance you might 
say. In fact, none of the four 
clubs would make that much if 
it won the title of Australian 
champion! One club official 
was adamant that this kind of 
tournament gives all particpa- 
ting clubs a good springboard 
into the NSW Ampol Cup and 
the NSL competition 

However, the expected turn- 
out, particularly that of Olym- 
pic fans, never eventuated. 
The organisers of the tourna- 
ment insisted that all four 
sides in the competition field 
their best available teams. St 
George and Croatia did so and 
proved to be the strongest 
sides. 

APIA had Terry Butler, 
Mark Brown, Rob De Ceglie 
and Tony Morsello in its side 
for the first two matches, 
while Arno Bertogna chimed 
in for the last game. 

Seven positions were occu- 
pied by APIA juniors. 

“Clubs are going broke and 
players are getting more and 


more expensive,’’ said one of 
the APIA officials. 

“We are determined to put 
our house in order. First build 
a good ground and provide our 
spectators with facilities they 
deserve, Our juniors are good 
and in time will prove to be 
just as good as those who 
claim to be worth so much 
money.” 

As for Olympic, it was a 
total disaster! 

Five first graders fronted in 
the first of the three matches, 
and six in the second match 
Then, for the last match only 
one first grader, Gary Phil- 
lips, was in the starting line-up 
with Chris Kalantzis joining in 
during the second half 

Paying $5 to see this tourna- 
ment just was not on! 

SO they stayed away in dro- 
ves. The large Greek soccer 
support In Sydney was the first 
to abandon ship. Only a few 
hundred, the core of Olympic 
fans, fronted and you wouldn’t 
have known that they were 
there. The game was So poor, 
many of them left the ground 
at half time! 

As for the two matches 
played in the last round of the 
Pindari Cup there was little to 
say. Saints, who dominated 
this tournament, met their 
match in Croatia, but the dour 
Struggle which lasted 80 
minutes provided very few 
Spills and thrills. 

Saints never looked like 
losing but failed to play the 
game which destroyed Olym- 


pic and APIA In the first two 
rounds. Croatia seemed satis- 
fied with a point which was to 
give it the runner-up money 
and seldom attacked with 
venom 

Zeljko Jurin tried hard, but 
the rest only did their jobs to 
keep Saints at bay. As for 
Saints, the money and the 
trophy is in their hands, but an 
injury to Dez Marton in the 
last seconds of the match 
marred celebrations. As 
Marton pounced on the ball to

Tilsed played 
for Canberra Arrows before going to Wolion- 
gong, and his guidance should further develop 
both Rodic and Warren. 

Cotton has returned to Saints from Penrith 
in a deal under which Saints had to pay him 
what Penrith still owed him. 

Wormley, the big English striker, had his 
transfer from Perth held up because his club 
there asked a transfer fee for him, even 
though visa players are not allowed to be sold. 
The problem was expected to be cleared up 
swiftly, and Wormley should soon partner 
Marton in attack.

Up front, we've got Mark

and Kalantzis, whose talents 
should lighten the blow of 
losing Soper. 

Gary Meier, who's played 
since the start of the NSL in 
1977, lines up for another 
season in goal, but his under- 
study, Peter Wilson, appears 
to have given the game away, 
which is a big loss to soccer in 
general. 

Theodorakopoulos is raring 
to go after returning from a 
holiday in Greece last week, 
and Gary Phillips is super fit 
and determined after a few 
early problems regarding his 
contract.

Liseems there is only one way Brisbane City can goin 
1985: 

The club’s record in the National League over the past three years 
has read last, third Jast and second last. 


To be fair, club directors have channelled the majority of funds in recent years 
into their ground and Spencer Park ranks as one of the finest sporting stadiums in 
Australia. Its private boxes are unrivalled in Queensland. 

But while the Gino Merlo Stand is a great tribute to past directors of the club, 
the fans are now demanding success on the field. 

Over the past three years the City team has slowly degenerated. Former stars 
have disappeared one by one and sadly the replacements have not been of a sim- 
ilar standard. 

Jim Hermiston tried to rebuild the side late in 1983, but he probably tried to do 
things too quickly and lost the support of the finicky Italian supporters and his job 
at the beginning of last year. 

‘There has never been a long-term policy at this club. We are about to embark 
on a five-year rebuilding plan,” new coach Tony Lownders said on his appoint- 
ment during the off-season. 

Lownders was appointed from a well-credentialled list of applicants, which 
reportedly includes Hermiston. The Englishman is a character on the Brisbane 
soccer scene and admits he has had ‘more clubs than Jack Nicklaus.” 

He coached Mitchelton last year in the local First Division and Wynnum in the 
same league the previous season. He was the City reserve team coach before 
that. 

This is his first crack at the big time, but then successful Lions coach Gordon 
Arrowsmith was Lownders’ predecessor at Mitchelton. 

Lownders has been successful in drawing plenty of local talent to trials at 
Spencer Park, but one suspects it has been forced upon him because not only have 
the purse strings been drawn tight, but the purse is empty. 

But Lownders has faith in the locals. Thirty-one players attended the first 
training session, which included hopefuls from local teams like Wynnum, Mount 
Gravatt, North Star and Newmarket, and Lownders believes players like David 
Cesta, Kerry Feisch and Wayne Corbett could be developed to NSL standard. 

But there are some mighty big gaps to be filled. 

It seems stopper Frank Liddell, undoubtedly City’s toughest and most respect- 
ed player last year, is staying in Scotland. If he returns to Australia it will be toa 
Sydney or Melbourne club. 

In midfield, Ken Swan’s loan has expired and his club Grange Thistle has once 
again slapped a $10,000 fee on his transfer. City is not interested at that price. 

And up front, City’s record of only 15 geals in 18 league games last year showed 
that there tee ae was anyone of goalscoring hote in the side although last 
season’s coach Joe Gilrey’s cautious tactics did little te help. ; 

One ray of hope for 1985, Queensland youth squad striker Lee Scriggins, has left 
to trial ith Leicester City. He is not expect’ back until April, at the absolute 
soonest. But talented youngsters Mark Barry and Mar Boyd, who played on loan 
at Premier League clubs last year, are expected back at Spancer Park. 

Although Lownders should be commended for giving local talent an oppor- 
tunity, it is painfully obvious City must buy before the season starts if it hopes to 
do any better than in 1984. : a 

The club’s only signing to date has been former Lions midfielder Ray Junna, 
but the youngster is hardly a player on which to build a team. 

To buy the players City needs is apparently beyond the club’s already severely 
strained cash reserves. , 

The situation is not making for a confident build-up to the first fixture and 
already a number of experienced players have indicated they want out rather 
than go through another season like last year. 

Captain Frank Pimblett, who took over the reins when Joe Gilroy resigned five 
weeks from the end of the season, failed to show for early-season training and 
Steve Perry, Kim Wishart and Luciano Fabrizio, have asked to be put on, or are 
already on, the transfer list. : k 

There was talk at one stage of a swap involving Fabrizio and former Lions 
player Steve Hogg, but the deal was initiated by Canberra’s Doug Collins and City 
remained relatively dis-interested. 

So at present the indications are that the completely new City board, headed by 
new president John Ciavarella and chairman Paul La Nura, has a difficult time 
ahead. Crowds last year plummeted to record lows and the fans will not return 
until City starts winning. 

Whether they are prepared to give Lownders his five years is, on past exam- 

les, unlikely. But if City struggles again this year, predictions of a return to the 
Direeasiand competition in 1986 may prove much more than rumors.
